Tlie p(» rspnaliiv of tills young g :r 
and her ihoug httully arrang ed niur 
der of her fiance, a civil eng ineer 
nrnied Ihefl’ler « attracted internation­ 
al attention.

eng ag ed to H err Preffler, a 
rich young profe.» ^sionaI man. 
At her trial it xvas hroiig ht out, and

oi forg ed letters, purporting to come 
from a woman in Italy, accusing Pref­ 
iler of desertion and threatening to 
tell Grete everything . 
The forg eries were

skill fully 
done that 
thev deceived tlie jiolicf» 
and eoroner. 
Giete fell under sus­ 
picion about a month alter the crime, 
throug h a love P i t e r that she wrote 
tc* an unworthy man hinting at xx’hat 
she had done.
